13. ^ Other: This Declaration also fails to establish that applicants had concieved and reduced to practice the claimed invention prior 
to May 31. 2002. For instance pages 581 and 582 use an isocvanate silane reactant and cannot be relied upon to establish conception 
and/or reduction to practice of the instant-composition which uses a specific aminosilane. Pages 377 and 373 use a verv specific 
aminosilane and does not show conception or reduction to practice of the breadth of silane (0 in claim 1 . the 40 to 80 percent 
reguirement or the molejSftar weight range. The 214 and 216 pages also fail to establsh reduction to practice or conception of the 40 to 
80 % requirement (note that the upper amount of monol (the 9K product) is 60%). In fact it does not even appear that these paaes 
prepare a polvether urethane contianing one reactive group since the aminosilane is added at the same time as the condensation 
catalvst While these pages individually show bits and pieces of the invention, they do not establish conception and reduction to 
practice of the invention . 
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
